Columbia River Rallroad by the Hill

CONFERENCE
15 ENDED

Trainsmen Belicve Strike
Ncar at Hand,

MANAGERS OPTOMISTIC

Forty-Five Thousand Men Are
Ready to Wakk Out At
Signal.

EMPLOYERS MUST MAKE MOVE

Men Declare No Morg Conferences Will
Be Held Except At Request of Gan:
eral Managers—Btrike Threatened
Within Next T. ¢ Days.

CHICAGO, March 27.--Forty five

thugsand ‘ralnmen of the Western Rail
road seem neiarer a sirike tonlght than
at any time slnes the negotintions with
the general managers for a 12 percent
Increase and a nineg hour day were
started two months ago. The confer
ence today between the represenia‘ives
of mcn and the rallroad ofMclals lasted
for four hours but was a fallure as
far as bringing about g solution of the
trouble was concerned. Immediately
after the .onference broke vp the rep-
resentatives of men got together to
conslder the advisibility of calling a
atrike,

Just what transplred cannot be learp
ed, but they were a unit In declaring
that n peaceable solution 'of the con-
troversy can only be reached hy’ the
general managers offering concessions.
The unlon men declare there will be
no more conferences unless the rall-
road oMclals request it. Another meet
ing of the union men's represantatives
is scheduled for tomorrow morning and
the general bellef s that a strike will
be called before another forty elght
houts Is passed unless ‘rallroad omcfals
request another conference to try to
settle the matter without a fight.

Rallrond officlals are not quite =0
pessimistic, When the men Jeclared
a strike Inevitable, Secretary Thomp-
son of the General Managers sald: “"We
have not given up all hope of a peace-
able adjustment of difMiculty. We have
conceded a great deal to the men and
it would seem to be but a matler of
time until the unlon officials see this

wiay clear to accepting the generni
manager's propoaition.”
Thompson belleves tant within a

couple of days some gort of agreement
will be reached.

WOULD CLOSE EXCHANGE.

Dealers in Stocks Would Observe Good
Friday This Year.

NEW YORK, Marca 27.—Asserting
that thelr clerks and office force are
overworked and almost prostrated by
the enormous business resulting from
the recent collapse In the stock mar-
ket, a majority of the members of the
stock exchange voted yelterdfw’ in
favor of cll‘alnl the exchange on Good
Friday and the day following. The
matter will be acted upon finally by
the board of Governors at thelr regu-
lar meeting today. Last, year the ex-
change voled for a vacation at this
time, but the board of governors re-
fused to consent to it, The produce
exchange will be closed on Friday.

DREADS ADMINISTRATION BILL

Winchell of Rock Island Road Would
Not Have Staty Commission Control
Issuing of 8tocks ard Bonds of Rail-
way Corporations. .

BPRINGFIELD, 111, Mar. 27.—Presi.
dent Winchell of the Rock Island road
advised the rallroad committedgs of
the Illlonols legislature to be conser-
viative In the matter of rallroad legis-
lation. If the judgment of the legis-
Intors is Influenced too much by the
present outcry against the rallroads,
Winchell asserted measures might
easily be passed which would endanger
the proaperity of the country, Win-
chell was one of the large number of
riliroad officials conferring with the
committees today on the subject of
important meagares panding In the as-
sembly, The primary purpose of the
nddress was to ask the committees to
carefully siudy the slruatlon before
acting on the administration bill pro-
viding that the state Rallroad and
Warehouse Commission control the Is-
sulng of stocks and bonds of rallway
corporations.

Later he an-
nounced that the first session of tae
commission would be held tomorrow.

42nd Street at a cost of §500,000 by
Messrs, Klaw & Erlanger, and the es-
tate of the late Augustin Daly is to
take an Interest In the future of the
new house, which s to be as nearly a
replica of the famous bullding on
Broadway, belween 28th and 30th
Streets, as skill and money can make
it. Every plece of wood work, every
picture, all the Interior furnishings
hallowed by assoclations with the old
house will be transformed to the new.

Announcement to this effect ‘was
made yesterday. The leage on the old
theater expires May 1.

OFFICIALS HELD RESPONSIBLE.

NEW YORK, March 27.—The grand
Jury which has_ been making an exam-
ination Into the wreck on the Harlem
division of the New York Central, near
Bedford Park, on the night of Febru-
ary 14, which resulted In the Jdeath of
24 persons, will, according to an an-
nouncement made In the criminal

court last night, hand down an in-
dictment today. Manslaughter in
the second degres, it ls stated will be

charged.

Assistant District Attorney Emythe,
at the coroner’'s hearing contended that
some of the officials of the rallroad
company should be held personally
responsible for the killing of the pass-
engers,

STEEL PLANT ENLARGED.

WOULD BIND ROOSEVELT.

WASHINGTON, March 27~The
committee representing the 1111, manu-
facturer's Assoclation, called on the
FPresident today and Invited him to ag
dress at Springfleld 1L, at the earll-
est possible date, representatives of
manufacturing and commercial inter-
edts of the middle west,

The president sald he would do so
if It was possible. After the confer-
ence the commitiees gave out a state-
ment in whica they stated that they
had told the President that the rallroa®
and financial situation was creating an
apprehension and timidity that threat-
ened the Immediate curtaliment of
banking and business credit. Filonan- _
cial curtallment at the presemt time,
they told the Pres, would threaten dan
gerous results to the great prosperity
of the country. The committes urged
tae President that a great good would
come if he expreased a public address,
the keynote of his creative and con-
structive policy.

AMBASSADOR TO POST.

NEWYORK, March 27.—Horace G.
Knowles, who has been appointed Unl.
ted States Minister to Roumania, Ser-
via and Bulgaria, arrived in New York
yesterday from his home in Wiming-
ton, Delaware. He will sall on La-

hiy new post. Mr. Knowles will reach
Roumania as soon as possible, owing
to the troubles there.

NO THOUGHT OF WAR

ButJapanese Will Press Demands
for the Open Door.

INTERESTS ARE COMMERCIAL

Japanese Foreign Minister Tells Diet
That Goverament Will Await Ad-
justment of 8an Francisco Trouble
By the United States.

SAN FRANCISCO, March 27.—Mail
advices from Toklo, state that Viscount
Hayashl, forelgn Minister of Japan,
in a speech before the Japanese dlet,
in answer to questions of members re-
garding the government's attitude con-
cerning the refusal of the San Fran-
clsco authorities to admit Japanese
to the public schools sald:

“The American government whleh
throughout has shown profound sym-
pathy with the Japanese nation, sent
us a telegraphic expression of Its re-
gret at the occurrence before our pro’
test had rveached Washington. Wa
considered that our propér course was
to stand to one side and patiently
awalt the adjustment of affairs,

“In regard to forelgn suspiclons of
aggressive Intentions on the part of
Japan, these Ideas can only be attrib-
uted to great ignorance of the condi-
tions in tals coumtry. The milltary
and naval proposals in the budget are
of a kind merely to reStore and reor-
ganize the national forces, just as av-
ery other nation s doing. On behalf
not only of the government, but also
of the natlon, I beg to declare that
Japan has no aggressive Intentionw
whatever. As far as commerce I8 cone
cerned, our policy may or may not be
consldered aggressive. We Intend to
push our interests to the front. We
have the right possessed by all coun-
tries to peacefully compete with other
nations, but we intend to firmly ad-
hera to the principles of equal oppor-
tunity and the open door in which we
have the fullest bellef.”
